Report from Seoul — Cholera. 

The following information is received from the Department of 
State under date of September 27 :

MEXICO. 

Report from Progreso — Inspection and fumigation of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports, September 22 : 
Period from September 7 to 21 : Seven steamships, carrying 401 
persons in crews and 119 as passengers from this port received bills 
of health. Two of the vessels were fumigated. Health conditions 
are unchanged. 

Report from Veracruz — -Inspection and fumigation of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Frick reports, September 23 : 

Week ended September 21. 

September 15. — Fumigated the Norwegian steamship City of Mex- 
ico, bound for New Orleans via Tampico, with 22 in the crew and 5 
passengers; vessel sails in the remainder of an American general 
cargo with time of last exposure at 1.30 p. m. Inspected the Cuban 
steamship Vueltabajo, bound for Mobile via Mexican ports, with 19 
in the crew and 1 passenger ; vessel sails in the remainder of a cargo 
of American lumber. 

September 18. — Inspected the Norwegian steamship Livingstone, 
bound for Galveston via Mexican ports, with 16 in the crew; vessel 
sails in the remainder of a cargo of American lumber. 

September 19. — Inspected the American steamship Monterey, bound 
for New York via Progreso and Habana, with 98 in the crew, 114 
cabin and 33 steerage passengers ; vessel sails in a general cargo. 

September 21. — Fumigated the Mexican steamship Oaxaca, bound 
for Mobile, with 27 in the crew ; vessel sails in ballast with time of 
last exposure at 12.50 p. m. Inspected the German steamship Arme- 
nia, bound for New Orleans via Coatzacoalcos and Progreso, with 45 
in the crew ; vessel sails in the remainder of a European cargo. A 
bill of health was issued to the British steamship Alexandrian. 

No quarantinable disease was reported during the week. 

NICARAGUA. 

Report from Bluefields, fruit port — -Stegomyia calopus present. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Layton reports as follows :• 
Week ended September 21; 1907. Present officially estimated popu- 
lation, 2,800. General sanitary condition of this port and the sur- 
rounding country during the week, good. Mosquitoes still numer- 
ous — Stegomyia calopus predominating. No quarantinable diseases. 
Much rain during week.
